As so often in the past, the bat­ 
tle for control of Congress — and 
especially the Senate — promises 
this 
year 
to 
be 
spectacularly 
close. 
Even though the present Senate 
is Democratic by the smallest of 
margins, the general view a few 
months ago was that the Repub­ 
licans had a very slim prospect 
of gaining command. 
Now, how­ 
ever, the lines are more tightly 
drawn and it could be anybody’s 
Senate. 
Naturally, in 1956 the presiden­ 
tial race will attract predominant 
attention. 
But the noise of the 
various Senate tussles should pro­ 
vide some exciting orchestral ac­ 
companiment. 
Seats are up for grabs in all 
the nation’s most populous states. 
In Pennsylvania, rugged 
Sen. 
Jam es 
Duff, 
Republican, 
goes 
against a tough opponent in Jos­ 
eph 
C ark, 
former 
Democratic 
mayor of Philadelphia. 
In Ohio, Gov. Frank Lausche, 
five-term Democratic incumbent, 
tries the Senate pasture this time 
against Sen. George Bender, who 
two years ago won the remaining 
portion of the late Senator Taft’! 
term. 
New York’s contenders 
aren’t 
•et yet, but if the veteran Sen. 
Herbert Lehman tries again the 
Republicans 
clearly

work cut out for them.

That’s the word of government 
scientists who reported Thursday 
night on extensive teat! they ran 
last winter on 19,000 recruits at 
the Great Lakes Naval Training 
Center in Hlinois. 
“All the evidence indicate*” they 
reported, that the vaccine provides 
“substantial” protection against the 
so-called adenoviruses which cause 
some of the worst kinda of grippe.

Huntino Rules 


WASHINGTON Rf -F a ll Hights 
of wild ducks are expected to 
equal those of last year. 
The In­ 
terior Department announced this 
today along with its new migratory 
waterfowl regulations for the com­ 
ing season. 
The new hunting regulations gov­ 
ern the general length of the sea­ 
sons, bag and possession limits 
and shooting hours. 
Specific hunting dates will he 
selected by the states within the 
general limits of Oct. I to -lam 
15 1957. They will be announced 
after states make their selections 
*nd the Fish A Wildlife Service 
approves them. 
All the Mississippi Flyway states 
except Minnesota, may select iden­ 
tical seasons on waterfowl and 
coots of 70 consecutive full days, 
or two seasons aggregating 63 full 
days, within the Oct 1-Jan. 15 
framework. 
Daily bag and possession limits 
on ducks in these states will re­ 
main at four and eight respective­ 
ly, except in Minnesota, p ie Mis­ 
sissippi Flyway states, including 
Minnesota, Will have a daily bag 
and possession limit of 5 on geese. 
The limits on geese may not in­ 
clude more than two Canada geese, 
two white-faced geese or one Can­ 
ada goose, or its species and one 
white-faced goose. 
The Mississippi Flyway states 
are Alabama, Arkansas, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, Louisi­ 
ana, Michigan, Minnesota, Missis­ 
sippi, Missouri, Ohio, Tennessee 
and Wisconsin.

Arrest Two in 
Riesel Blinding 


WASHINGTON <W — The Justice 
Department today announced the 
arrest of two exconvicts in con­ 
nection with the acid blinding of 
labor columnist Victor Riesel in 
New York last April 5. It also 
named a dead man as the one who 
threw acid into Riesel’s face. 
The department said FBI agents 
have taken into custody Joseph 
Peter Carlino, 43, and Gondolfo 
Miranti, 37, both of New York 
City. 
They were charged with conspir 
acy to obstruct justice. 
The department named Abraham 
Telvi, now dead, as a co-conspir­ 
ator in the attack. 
It said the 
FBI “developed evidence that Telvi 
was the one who actually threw the 
acid. 
Telvi’s body, with a bullet hole 
in the back of the head, was found 
on a street in the lower East Side 
of New York City early the morn­ 
ing of July 28.
